Washington, April 7.—(By Cwonsti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The Ford of- 
fer for the lease of the government 
plant at Muscle Shoals will be recom- 
mended by the house military affairs 
committee. Subject only to a few 
modifications which are expected to 
prove unobjectionable. 

The authority for the above is found 
in unofficelif statements made today 
by several members of the heuse com- 
mittee considering the matter. 

First official announcement on the 
subject will come Monday, April 10, 
when the military affairs committee 
will hold an executive meeting for the 
purpose of outlining definite items to 
be contained in their recommenda- 
tions. ‘These items have already been 
agreed upon by a majority of the 
committee, it is said. 

They are: 

Two Conditions. 

That Mr. Ford abandon his request 
for the Gorgas steam plant, now 
under the supervision of the Alabama 
Power company, which company is 
joint owner with the government. A 
second option the committe will con- 


sider is that Mr. Ford agree to as- 
sume the liabilities in connection 


with the steam plant, in taking over 
the government’s interest. 

And that the Detroit manufacturer 
modify his offer in regard to the Wil- 
son dam, with the agreement to pay 
for flowage rights in the immediate 
territory surrounding the site. 

These two recommendations will not

It 
is largely through his twelve 
months’ work in England that 
the British government has been 
persuaded to adopt a policy of 
economic reapproachment with 
the soviet government, based 
upon actual demonstration in the 
future of the Moscow leaders’ sin- 
cerity and willingness to conform 
to recognized principles of inter- 
national intercourse. 

Krassin’s views on the Genoa 
conference, in which the Russian 
problem provides the dominant 
issue, are given in the following 
article written especially for the 
United News.

London, April 7.—The question of 
whether the present :nternational 
situation is favorable or unfavorable 
to the success of the econoniic ¢con- 
ference at Génoa is difficult to. an- 
swer. 

It depends entirely upon whether 
the entente governments have at -last 
come to a realization of the necessity 
for a stable peace with soviet Russia, 
in the interest of the® own people 
and in the interest of economic re- 
storation throughout Europe. 

The policy of France and those 
states under her immediate influence 
is more inconsistent and more hostile 
to the soviet than the policy of 
Great Britain, but even the British 
government—until very recently— 
has, not been entirely consistent and 
sincere in its relations with Russia, 


Charges Insincerity. 
Attempts at an economic reap- 
proachment with the Russian govern- 
ment, in fact, were frequently fol- 
lowed by acts of unfriendliness and 
hostility which destroyed the effect 
of the first movement. And the very 
fact that the conclusion of a simple 
and imperfect trade agreement has 
been prolonged by the British govern- 
ment almost for an entire year, shows 
that even those who contrel the Brit- 
ish policy still hesitate to conclude 

a peace with soviet Russia. 
They still appear to hope that some 
change in the internationai or internal 
situation of Russia will allow them

WHEAT AND RYE 
CROPS SMALLER. 

Washington, April 7.—A _ winter 
wheat crop, about 14.000,000 bushels 
smaller and a rye crop almost 12,- 
000,000 bushels larger than was pro- 
duced last year were forecast today 
by the department of agriculture. 

Winter wheat came through the 
winter in good shape and showed an 
improvement of 2.4 points in condi- 
tion on Anril 1 as compared with 
last December. The smaller crop is 


due to a reduction of 1.2 per cent in 
the area sown last fa!! as compared 


with that of last year’s crop. 

Winter wheat production this year 
was foresact at 572,974,000 bushels, 
and rye production at 69,667,000 
bushels, based on the April 1 condi- 
tion, which was: Winter wheat 78.4 
per cent of a normal, and rye 89.0 
per cent. 

The winter wheat forecast com- 
pared with 587,002,000 bushels pro- 
duced last year, 610,597,000 in 1920, 
and 578,575,000, the average of the 
preceding five years. 

Rye Comparisons. 

The rye forecast compares with 
57,918,000 bushels produced last year, 
G0, 490,000 in 1920 and 66,474,000 the 
average for the preceding five years. 

Winter wheat condition on April 1 
showed an increase of 2.4 points since 
December 1, last, compared with an 
average decline of 4.7 points in the 
last ten years between those dates. 
Winter wheat condition a year ago 
was 91.0 per cent of a normal, while 
the April 1 ten-year average is 84.3. 

The area sown to winter wheat last 
fall was 44,293.000 acres, which was 
1.2 per cent less than the revised 
area sown in the fall of 1920. The 
condition of December 1 last was 
76.0 per cent, which was 11.9 per 
cent lower than the previous year and 
13 per cent lower than the ten-year 
average on that date. 

In forecasting the production of 
winter wheat the department of agri- 
culture based its estimate on the as- 
sumption of average ahandonment of 
acreage and average influences on the 
crop from now until time of harvest.

New York, April 7.—The anthracite 
miners and operators sub-committee on 
wage contract negotiations, which has 
been hearing testimony of union lead- 
ers in support of their nineteen de- 
mands as a basis for settlement of 
the present strike, took a recess to- 
night to permit the operators to pre- 
pare their side of the case. 

“After listening to what the miners 
had to say, our attitude remains un- 
changed,” said S. D. Warriner, presi- 
dent of the Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion company, and spokesman for the 
operators. 

*We still maintain the view express- 
ed in our reply to the nineteen de- 
mands when they were first submit- 
ted,” he said. ‘‘We believe that there 
must be a reduction in the price of 
anthracite coal to prevent destruction 
of the market, and we believe a corre- 
sponding reduction must come in the 
wages of the miners.” 

Philip Murray, vice president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
and leader of the union delegation on 
the committee, expressed satisfaction 
with its case as it had been presented. 

The miners closed their inning be- 
fore the committee with arguments for 
establishment of the check-off system 
of collecting dues. They held that the 
system, once declared illegal by Judge 
Albert.Anderson in the United States 
district court at Indianapolis, had 
been legalized by a reversal of this de- 
cision by the United States circuit 
court of appeals at Chicago. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
Mine Workers’ Internatiopal organi- 
zation, tonight declared that the joint 
bituminous and anthracite strikes had 
become “absolute perfect and of the 
100 per cent response which had been 
anticipated.” 

The strike was continuing to spread 
in non-union territory “at a gratify- 
ing rate,” he asserted. He estimated 
that, of the 140,000 non-union miners 
in the country, 75,000 already have 
joined the walkout. Capacity of non- 
union mines, especially in West Vir- 
ginia, eastern Kentucky and Pennsyl- 
vania, has been cut more than half, 
he said.

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CABINET DISCUSSES 
‘SUPER-POWER’ PLAN 


Washington, April 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The proposed “super 
power project” for the Atlantic sea- 
board between Boston and Washing- 
ton was taken up by President Har- 
ding and his cabinet today, during a 
general discussion of the coal strike 
as a means of minimizing the effect of 
similar strikes in the future on the 
economic fabric of the country. The 


discussion was said to have been most 
thorough, although no definite conclu- 
sions were reached. 

The discussion was based on the 
report of a commission of engineers 
for such a_ project which was 
submitted to congress nearly two years 
ago and has since Jain dormant. Sec- 
retary Hoover, who was a member of 
the engineers’ commission, submitted 
the proposition for discussion today 
and it was said that the cabinet in- 
tends to continue its study of the 
subject with its possibilities of “open- 
ing a new era” in the power field. 

Another phase of the power situa- 
tion in this country, said to have been 
discussed at the cabinet meeting, was 
the possibility of developed hydro- 
electric power along the Colorado river 
and other waters of the west as well 
as harnessing the waterpower from 
Niagara to great falls above Wash- 
ington. 

Would Save Coal. 

The Atlantic seaboard super power 
project, according to engineers, would 
save 50,000,000 tons of coal annual- 
ly and in addition stabilize the coal 
industry by providing regular employ- 
ment at the coal mines. 

Under the scheme worked out, in 
the super. power zone” on the At- 
lantic seaboard, described in the re- 
port as the “finishing shop of Ameri- 
can industry,’ all industries, railroads 
and other consumers of electricity 
would be supplied by a unified power 
system. 

Large generating plants would be 
erected at strategic mining centers 
convenient to the larger industries 
which would feed into a great power 
line and then out to the consumers. 

No Expense to U. S. 

The project as conceived would not 
entail any outlay of money by the 
government, it was said, but contem- 
plated the erection of a unit at a 
time through financing by the co-ope- 
ration of public utilities and other 
large power companies and users of 
electricity. ‘The cost, it was said, 
probably would be between $200,000 - 
000 and $300,000,000. Secretary 
Hloover is understood to have recently 
discussed the feasibility of the pro-

lie utilities. 

The super power project contem-... 
plates power production which would 
include generation of electricity by 
steam at tidewater and on inland 
waters, and the utilization of al! 
hydro-electric power, obtained eco- 
nomically from rivers within the zone 


or within transmission distance. 
Designated Zone. 

The zone embraces parts of the 
states of Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, New York, Pennsylvania, Dcla- 
ware and Maryland, and all of the 
states of Massachusetts. Rhode Is- 
land, Conneciticut and New Jersey. 
Within this zone, according to the en- 
gineers’ report, is concentrated one- 
fourth of the population of the coun- 
try and 315 electric utilities, 18 rail- 
roads and 96,000 industrial plants.

Keep Dry Agents 
Off Canal Zone, 
Weeks Requests 


Washington, April 7.—Secretary 
Weeks was understood tonight to have 
requested Commissioner Haynes to 
keep federal prohibition agents out of 
the Panama canal zone, for a time 
at least, and allow Governor Morrow 
to continue the administration of the 
national dry law there without as- 
sistance from other departmerts. 

Appointment ot John TT. Barrett, 
formerly of Revere, Mass., but now 
in the canal zone, as federal prohibi- 
tion director for the zone was an- 
nounced recently by prohibition head- 
quarters, but it was said tonight that 
the commission had not as yet ac- 
tually gone forward. 

Mr. Haynes was understood to have 
acceded to the war secretary’s request 
and it was said the installment of 
Mr. Barrett and a force of prohibition 
agents in the canal zone would be 
held up until the matter could be 
taken up between the two branches of 
the government. 

Application of the national prohibi- 
tion law to the canal zone is provided 
by the Willis-Campbell act, which was 
enacted a few months ago, but en- 
forcement agents under prohibition 
headquarters have not as yet been 
stationed there. 

The position taken by Secretary 
Weeks in a letter to Commissioner 
Haynes is that the establishment of a 
federal prohibition director in the ¢a- 
nal zone would result inevitably in 
raising the question of dual authority 
and possibly lead to friction. Gov- 
ernor Morrow now is the supreme au- 
thority resident in the zone and, act- 
ing under the war department, has 
control of every individual within the 
limits of the zone. 

Secretary Weeks was said to have 
pointed out that the arrival of an of- 
ficial clothed with authority from an 
entirely separate federal agency would 
place such a person at once outside 
the jurisdiction of the governor and 
asked Mr. Haynes to delay sending 
a director there until they could 
“thresh the matter out more thor- 
oughly.” In the meantime, the com- 
missioner was assured, Governor Mor- 
row will continue to enforce the pro- 
hibition laws through his own 
office.

—The worst attack yet 
made in pursuance of the boycott on 
Belfast goods took place at 3 o'clock 
this morning wien the bonded stores 
of the custom house were raided and 
large quantities of wine and whisky, 
mostly from a Belfast distillery, with 
which Sir James Craig, the Ulster 
premier, is connected, were destroyed. 
One hundred men, armed with revolv- 
ers, sledge hammers and pick axes, 
broke their way into the premises, 
where they smashed casks of liquor, 
pouring it over the floor and into the 
city sewers. An official estimate of 
the damage has not yet been made, 
but The Dublin Evening Mail places 
the figure at hundreds of thousands 
of peunds. Most of this, however, 
would be the duty, so the loser iS the 
government authority, in this case 
the provisional government. The boy- 
cott committee states that 6,000 casks 
were destroyed, or, roughly, half a 
million gallons, It estimates the value 
of the liquor,. apart from the duty, 
at 250,000 pounds.

If, after all its waverings, the en- 
tente adopts a path towards: agrée- 
ment, the success of the Genoa con- 
ference will be unquestiopable, for the 
Russians are coming with the most 
sincere and determined intention of 
arriving at a business arrangement. 

On Russia’s part, there is no ob- 
stacle to the establishment at Genoa 
of formal conditions to a general peace 
throughout Russia. Russia _ is 
warmest supporter of the principle of 
general disarmament, which is the best 
guarantee of peace. The soviet will 
also accept sympathetically any proj- 
ect aiming at the economic restoration 
of Russia, so long as it contains no

Russian Wealth. 

Russia has an inexhaustible wealtb 
of natural riches, and her hundred and 
thirty millions of people, with the help 
of her economically stronger and more 
cultured neighbors, can develop pro- 
ductive forees surpassing the most 
audacious hopes. 

We will develop our program at 
Genoa, but it would be premature to 
outline its details now.

These foundations re- 
main unshaken but they do not ex- 
clude the possibility of working side 
by side with foreign capital. 

The transition to this new economic 
policy has thrown open with con- 
siderable scope, not only private com- 
merce and small production, bur pri- 
vate capitalistic. enterprise.

AN ENCOURAGING SIGN. 


The fact that business conditions 


/on Wall street took a sudden turn 
‘for the better a few days ago and 


continued to improve until, on 
| April 6, the aggregate transactions 
in all classes of stocks and securi- 
ties reached the largest total re- 
corded during any session of the 
exchange since 1920, does not of 
itself signify that the commercial 
and financial structure of the 
country has suddenly bounded 
“back to normalcy.” 

But it indicates a change for the 
better; and it is at least a decided- 
ly hopeful and encouraging sign, 


portending a better day for busi- 
ness the country over. 

The sudden rise or the equally 
sudden drop in the quotations on 


a given stock on Wall street may, 
of course, mean nothing as to the 


‘actual intrinsic value of that stock 


nor as to the actual status of the 
commodity it represents, for the 
fluctuation may be, oftentimes is, 
merely a response to a bull ora 
bear movement. 

But when practically all stand- 
ard securities—railroad, steel, oil 
and all other staple industrial 
stocks—go up or down, as the case 
may be, concurrently, on Wall 
street, the movement is dependa- 
ble as reliably indicating the bust 
ness condition of the country. 

However much we may criticise 
Wall street and the methods em- 
ployed on the stock exchanges— 
and regardless of the justification 
for such criticism—there is no 
escaping the fact that “‘the street” 
is about the most reliable ‘“busi- 
ness barometer” to which the 
American masses have access, for, 
as The Wall Street Journal said 
in a recent editorial— 

“Fluctuations in the stock market 
are not the reflection of what a few 
powerful bankers think, nor of what 


average price of securities is dic- 


This is a remarkable showing, pete not by what is publicly known 
affording convincing evidence that | now, but by all the combined intel- 


money judiciously applied to teach-

An analysis of the report, made 
by the board for the benefit of the 
public, sets forth that the report 
of “home projects” work conduct- 
ed by the teachers of vocational : 
agriculture in connection with 
their instruction in 1921 “shows 
that a return of $11.20 in increased 
production was realized from every 
dollar that the state legislature 
appropriated to help carry on this 
work,” the figures being based on 
the proportion of sthte funds that 
was paid as salaries to the teach- 
ers: and, the analysis continues— 


“Vocational instruction in agri- 
culture is a regular part of the 
school work of -the public schools 
of the state, and as such is more 
interested in boys than in produc- 
tlon: at the same time, howeyer, it 
is gratifying to note that as a type 
of practical ‘education it’ is highly 
efficient from an economic point of 
view. 

“The ‘home project,’ or farming 
that the boys do for themselves, in 
connection with the instruction in 
vocational agriculture, is used 
merely as a method. of teaching, 
and is not designed primarily as a 
money-making scheme.” 

The extent of the remarkable de- 
velopment that Georgia has made 
along this line in recent years is 
indicated by the report of State 
Superintendent of Schools M. L. 
Brittain for 1921, which shows that 
in 1905 there were only seven four- 
year accredited high schools in 
the state and these graduated only 
57 pupils, while in 1921 there were 
183 public high schools graduating 
3,894 and 29 private schools gradu- 
ating 648. There are at present 
325 consolidated schools in the 


state of Georgia. 


Agriculture has been taught as a 
reguiar high school subject in 
Georgia only since 1918, when the 
state board of vocational education 
was organized. The figures quoted 
above speak for themselves as to 
the wisdom of the experiment. 

This instruction is paid for 
jointly by the federal government 
and the state; but the money that 


is available with which to carry 
it on is insufficient. 

Aé the report of the board de- 
clares, “the limiting factor in the 
development of the work is the 
lack of funds;” and “the increase 
in funds for the coming year will 
not permit the establishment of 
more than 10 new schools. Al- 
ready more than twice as many 
applications are on file as can be 
approved for the coming year.” 

This iivestment is yielding the 
state handsome dividends, not only 
in actual cash returns, but—of far 
greater value—in increased pro- 
ductive power of our rural commu- 
nities, and a higher standard of 
citizenship on our farms. 

The state legislature should see 
to it that work of this kind does 
not suffer for lack of financial sus- 
tenance.

Proposal for School Is © 
Justifiable Exception

Editor Constitution: No doubt 
your editorial on th euse of parks 
for school purposes was inspired by 
the movement now on fbdtot to use 
part of Grant park for, the Girls’ 
Senior High school. 

As a concrete proposition vow are 
right in your-opposition, to the use 
of our limited park space for any 
other purposes than recreation 
rrounds, but_in. the present instance 
it is planned to use the north end 
of Grant Park for the Girls’ High 
and to substitute an equa) number 
of acres by purchase at the south 
end, thus preserving the original 
area for park purposes. 

Surely, in this contingency you 
could offer no plausible objection, 
as.the building of. the Girls’ Hirh 
in.the nark would add much to its 
beauty and attractiveness as a play- 
ground. 

The proposed location in the north 
end of the park is most ideal. with 
splendid street car service radiating 
to every part of the city and sur- 
rounded by beautiful homes. And 
the home owners on the _ streets 
abutting the nark are a unit in fa- 
voring this site, as will be “shown 
in a. petition to the park commis- 
sioners and hoard of education to; 
be presented at iheir meetings Mon- 
day next. 

The Girls’ High is to be located on 
the south side, and no suitable site 
at a reasonable price can be had 
outside of Grant Park. unless it: be 
the city stockade, which seems 1t0 
have been eliminated on account of 
the odium attached to it as a prison. 
However. the 98 acres composing 
the stockade property is a macgnif- 
icent body of land and could -be 
converted to school purposes to the 
reat advantage of the city.

CREST IS PASSING 
IN RIVER FLOODS 


Memphis, Tenn,, April 7.—Falling 
stages from Cape. Girardeau, Mo., to 
Helena, Ark., and ali levees holding 
marked the southward movemettr to- 
day of the crest of the- Mississippi 
river flood. 

At Helesa and Old Town. Ark., the 
latter endangered for several days by 
a weakening embankment. reported 
the passing of the crest of the high 
water today with the gauge at Helena 
showing a drop of two-tenths of a foot 
from the high stage of 52.5 feet. At 
Cairo, where the fall in the river was 
halted several days ago by a second 
rise coming out of the Ohio and other 
tributary streams, the water was again 
falling, with a stage today of 50.2 feet, 
two-tenths below yesterday’s mark. 

The crest of the flood is expected to 
reach Vicksburg about Sunday. 

The Ohio was falling today at 
Louisville and points ‘north of that 
city; was rising at Evansville and 
Shawneetown, Ill.. and stationary at 
Paducah. St. uis reported a rise of 
four-tenths in. the Mississippi. At 
Memphis a fall of three-tentks was re- 
corded.

The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
entertains no. grudge ..against. the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
but, on.the ‘contrary, regards it and 
its ‘undertakings with cordial sym- 
pathy, according toa report of the 


legislative committee of :the labor or- ' 


ganization adopted at a recent mect- 
ing and pifblished in ‘The Journal: of 
Labor. 

The report declares the Federation 


.of Trades to be broad enough to judge 


specific issues on . 1eir own merits and 
with no color of*prejudice. The re- 
“port states that the federation does 
not:put itself in the position of agree- 
ing with everything ‘the power com- 
pany may do, but asserts its right 
to approve as well as to criticise. 
The federation “pledges President 
Arkwright. and through him his com- 
pany, our friendly attitude in their un- 
dertakipés.”’ 


Report in Full. 


The report follows in full: 

At a regular meeting of the Atlanta ¥Fed- 
eration of Trades held Wednesday, February 
10, the legislative committee was instructed 
to visit Preston Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, and 
express to him the best wishes for himself 
personally and the company and further to 
say to him the federation would gladly ren- 
der its aid in any manner that would be 
useful in furthering the projects proposed 
by the Georgia Railway and Power company. 

The legislative committee waited upon Mr. 
Arkwright and sumitted its report to the 
federation at its meeting Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 24. 

The report of the committee was unan- 
imously adopted, and on motion the cormit- 
tee was requested to make known the fed- 
eration’g relationship to the company. 

In compliance with that request your com- 
mittee begs to say: An impression seems 
to prevail in the public mind that there is 
an irherent hostility against the company 
by labor. This body is big and broad enough 
to differ specifically with the company and 
all employers, and agree with them and be 
helpful as to others. Organized labor never 
thrived on malice or hatred, 

The public should be given to understand 
that the federation is fully able to judge 
when and where he activities of this body 
is necessary either for or against the 
company. 

Forward Movement. 

We believe the recognition br the Georgia 
Railway and Power company of the moral 
relation in its dealing with organized labor 
has been a forward movement in the im- 
proved understanding between employer and 
employee. 

We realize hat in the contractural re- 
lations entered into by he Georgia Railway 
and Power company with its organized em- 
ployees they recognize the right of collective 
bargaining and the right of organized labor 
to a voice in the fixing of rates of pay, 
hours of labor and other conditions of em- 
ployment. We believe this nolicy has been 
great benefit to the growth and prosperity 
of Atlanta. 

Your committee feels that the Georgia 
Railway and Power company possesses the 
confidence and esteem,of this body and the 
good will and encouragement of its under- 
takings. 

This does not imply that as an organiza- 
tion and as citizens the bédy is called 
on to agree with the company in all its 
undertakings. 

This does net imnly that as an organiza- 
tion and ae citizens the hody is called on 
to agree with the company in all its proj- 
ects, but it does mean that we judge each 
proposition on its merits and by our own 
understanding in nowise formed by passion 
or prejudice or outside influence and opinion. 

Therefore be it resolved, That the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades pledges President Ark- 
wright, and through him his company, © 
friendly attitude in their undertakings;

Here are two instances of soul-win-| 
ning in foreign fields. 

Do they not rebuke us? 

Do they not, also, provoke us to 
emulate their good works? 

A Japanese Christian tells how he 
was won to Jesus: “A misswhury 
lady got twenty-five Japanese bors 
into a class to tell us of Jesus. We 
had great curiosity to see this foreign 
lady; and not caring about Jesus we 
did care to see how everything looked 
—her dress, her books, her furniture, 
her pictures. But every time she 
would have us read the Bible. We had 
the Gospel of Luke. We read till we 
came to the crucifixion. She could 
not speak Japanese. She had an Eng- 
lish Bible; we had a Bible in .the 
Japanese language. When we read 
the story of the cross, she got down 
on her Knees and prayed for us. We 
could not understand what she suid, 
but we watched her close. Soon she 
began to ery. Then she fell on her 
face, weeping bitterly. Then twenty- 
five Japanese boys cry. too. Then in- 
side of three weeks all us twenty- 


five ‘boys give our hearts to Jesus.” 

A missionary thus describés some 
of the methods of personal work used 
by the Korean Christians. “Soon after 
my arrival I was assigned to do visit- 
ing in certain homes, and a little book 
was given me containing the name of 
each believer. On each page was a 
second name, and when I asked what 
that meant I was told that that was 
the name of the unbelieving woman 
for whom this believing woman had 
promised to work and pray unti! she 
became a Christian. Ag soon as one 
had become a Christian her name was 
transferred to another place, and the 
first sister would select another for 
whom she would work and pray. 
Pretty definite personal work, don't 
you think so?” 

Perhaps you have now felt for sev- 
eral days that you would like to 
have such an experience. 

You have felt that you would like to 
go to your pastor and talk ic over 
with him, but shyness and timidity 
have held you back.

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FRENDLY MEETING 
BETWEEN PREMIERS

Paris, April 7.—Lloyd George and 
Premier Poincare held an intensive 
conference for an hour and a quarter 
in the Salon of the Gare du Nord Fri- 
day afternoon, while hundreds of cu- 
rious, spectators crowded around the 
windows in an attempt to view the two 
statesmen in their earnest conversa- 
tions. 

The conference, an official com- 
munique, issued afterwards - by the 
Quai d’Orsay declared, was “friendly 
in tone,” and Premier Poincare “‘show- 
ed himself disposed to urge the French 
delegation to Genoa to do everything 
possible towards the success of the 
economic conference, 

Extraordinary police precautions 
were taken to prevent interruption of 
the two men throughout the time Lloyd 
George was in Paris. Lord Hardinge, 
ambassador to Paris, and Louis Bar- 
thou, member of the French delegation 
to Genea, played minor roles in the 
Lloyd George-Poincare meeting. 

The French delegation, it is learned, 
has a draft of a cut-and-dried proposal 
regarding Russian debts, which will 
be presented to the soviet delegation. 


with the British leader, informed the 
press that he belieyes the soviet is 
willing to recognize Russia’s debts to 
France. 

Incidentally, it-seems that Poincare 
has gathered the impressien from 


| Lloyd George that English authorities 


have now become somewhat suspicious 
of Moscow's commercial promises. It 
is said, too, that the British prime min- 
ister favors close economic and finan- 


| cial eollaboration between the French 


and the British at the Genoa conven- 
tion. 

In his talk to the press, Poincare 
added that “the Franco-British mili- 
tary pact is morally signed.” , 

The premier intimated that Lloyd 
George still believes in the possibility 
of a liquidation of inter-allied debts 
but that he recognizes that this action 
depends entirely on America’s attitude. 

Poincare cannot go. to Genoa until 
after President Millerand has returned 
to Paris. In the meantime, he will 
keep in closest touch with the French 
delegation, which has no power to 
make a decision on any point what- 
soever without 
sanction of the cabinet.

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HP SUBSIDY PLAN 
UNDER FIRE FRIDAY | - 


Washington, April 7.—Charges that 
provisions of the administration's ship 
subsidy plan would prove discrimina- 
tory were made and denied today be- 
fore senate and house committees con- 
sidering the proposal. 

Representative Davis, democrat, 
Tennessee, predicted that some fea- 
tures of the bill, especially the pro- 
vision which would authorize Ameri- 
can shippers to make deductions in

their {Income taxes amounting to 5 
per cent of the freight paid on cargoes 


carried in American bottoms, would 
work to the advantage of the “big” 
shipper and to the disadvantage of 
the less prosperous one. 

The opposite view was taken by 
Chairman Laskg, of the shipping 
board, who-declared that the income 
tax section, which it—-is estimated 
would result in an aggregate reduc- 
tion of $10,000,000 annually, would 
discriminate against no one. Once in 
force, he said, certain minor inequali- 
ties in the application might come to 
light, adding that this could be reme- 
ilied. 

In planning for the building up of 
a privately owned merchant marine 
of the shipping board, Mr. Lasker 
said, hopes to assist in the establish- 
ment of an American merchant fleet 
comparable to that of Great Britain. 

“We figured that if we could put 
American shippers on a par. with 


-British shipping interests, they could 


ask nothing more,” the committees 
were told.

Lesson No, 11 
THE ELECTRIC MOTOR 

In marine installations of radio equipment, the electric’ motor is 
a very essential feature and is in general use on vessels aS a means 
of providing the mechanical energy necessary to revolve the armature 
of the alternating current generator. The function of the electric motor 
is to convert electrical energy, received from an outside source, into 
mechanical energy. Very similar characteristics exist between motors 
and generators of the same type with the result that motors will gen- 
erate electrical current if driven mechanically and generators will pro- 
vide mechanical power if connected to a source of electrical energy. 

The principles by which an electric motor operates is briefly as 
follows: If a loop of wire carrying an electrical current is placed 
in a magnetic field, a force is exerted which tends to revolve the loop 
until it reaches a position at a right angle to the magnetic field. The 
loop will continue to revolve, if, upon reaching this position the cur- 
rent is reversed in direction. In the direct current motor the single loop 
of wire is replaced by many coils wound on an armature core and 
surrounded by several pairs of field- poles consisting of soft iron cores 
wound with coils of wire through which a steady exciting current 
flows thus providing a strong magnetic field by constant strength. 

The mechanical construction of the direct current motor is very 
similar to that of the generator described in Lesson No. 7, the arma- 
ture coils are located in longtitudinal slots and connected to the many 
copper segments of a commutator insulated from the armature shaft. 
When the motor is connected to a source of electrical power, the 
commutator maintains the flow of current, in the armature, in such 
direction as to cause the armature to revolve continuously. 

Like the direct current generator described in Lessons Nos. 9 and 
10, the field winding may be either shunt, series or compound wound. 

The speed of the direct current motor is changed by means of a 
variable resistance, known as a rheostat, connected in the field circuit: 
When the resistance is increased the field current is lessened and the 
speed of the motor increases. If the resistance is decreased, however, 
the current through the field winding is increased and the speed of the 
motor is reduced. In marine installations the motor usually receives 
direct current at a pressure of 110 volts from the ship’s power plant. 
By direct connection of the armature shafts the alternating current 
generator receives mechanical energy from the motor and the speed of 
the generator may be increased or decreased by varying the resistance 
in the field circuit of the motor. 

A very essential feature in connection with the proper operation 
of a motor is the starting of the box, the function of which is to prevent 
an excessive rush of current through the motor, on starting.

These 
are marked G, P, F, e G stands 
for the grid, the P for the plate, and 
the two marked F mean that these 
are the points for the connection of 
the filament. As the tube fits into 
what is known as a bayonet socket, it 
will be found that it cannot be put in 
incorrectly, but the beginner will 
have to be very careful to see that 
the binding posts are connected up 
right. 
Usually the begifiner burns out his 
first vacuum tube after a very short 
time, or sometimes as soon as the set 
is connected up. Then there is al- 
ways the attempt to get a new tube 
for the one burned out, and usually 
a few words with the dealer. These 
tubes are all tried out and are correct 
before they leave the factory, and 
usually the dealer himself tests: the 
tube before it leaves his hands. The 
beginner, however, does not know 
this, and he invariably thinks that 
the dealer has tried to “stick” him. If 
the tube is bought at a reputable radio 
house the beginner can wager on it 
that the tube is all right. If a vacuum 
tube is used with care arsl connected 
into the circuit correctly it 
last for several years. 
To Connect Outfit. 
If the set is a home-made one the 
best plan to follow is to connect the 
storage battery first and try out the 
filament. If theftube does not light 
you will know at once that there is 
something wrong. Never connect the 
B battery until you are absolutely 
certain that the wiring is correct. If 
the B battery is connected in such a 
way that the current will flow 
through the filament the filament 
will last just about as long as it will 
take you to wink your eye. When 
this happens the best thing to do is 
to throw the tube away and buy an- 
other.

Washington, April 7—Legislative 
action was completed late today on the 
navy radio bill, which would extend 
until June 30, 1925, the time in which 
government-owned radio would be per- 
mitted to handle press and commercial 
messages across the Pacific.

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Smart Women at the Opening of 
the French Races Near Paris 
Show That Brown Straw Will be 
Considered Fashionable to Wear 
With Spring Frocks, and That 
it Will Try to Take the Place of 
Bjack. 


Is brown about to take our thoughts 
away from black and red 

Maybe so. Not only does France 
faunch brown hats to go with her 
brown crepe de chine frocks, but nota- 
ble New York importers show large 
and varied groups of brown hats, 
some large, some small. 

The sketch shows one of the smart 
hats worn at the races in Paris at 
which France does ier best to em- 
phasize fashions of the hour, as well 
as those forday after tomorrow. The 
shape is small, the brim rolls upwara 
across the front, as though it were a 
vizor pushed back by one who wanted 
to see. It is faced with brown crepe 
de chine, this vizor, and flanked on 
each side by sprays of uncut ostrich 
which closely resembles ferns that 
have been dried and dipped in some 
coloring fluid. They never even sug- 
gest that they grew on. anything so 
sturdy and physicaily powerful as an 
African bird, that does not fly, and 
cannot sing. No wonder the milliners 
do such curious things to its plumage 
when nature has done such curious 
things to it. 

Italy has persuaded France and 
America to make use of her several 
straws, especially those that go by the 
name of Milan, from the town which 
gave them birth. Crepe de chine, as 
a fabric for a hat, has been dropped 
into the shadows, although it is infre- 
quently used to face a vizor, or to 
line a wide brim. Horsehair, espe- 
cially when it glistens, continues fash- 
— even though it was launched 

a year ago, and little was made of it 
in this country. Possibly it will 
reach the pinacle of popularity this 
season. It is cool, which is an ad- 
vantage to the American. 


The soft felt hat which Paris has 
worn for years and whith America 
has worn since last September, does 
not appear in the new spring fashions, 
but the ribbon-bound felt, which all the 
flappers wore until lent, has its rival 
in the banded straw, which the same 
venturesome young class is wearing 
during lent, 

‘The- shape in hats is not deter- 
mined by any one milliner. Caroline 
Reboux, whose name usually leads all 
the rest, insist upon cart-wheel brims 
and wide high crowns, especially when 
she uses white straw, a kind called 
timbo. White Tagal straw is also 
used for immense hats and whatever 
else is white carries fashion on a 
swelling current. 

The milliners do not even try to 
offset the dead-white hat with colors. 
They use white velvet roses, coarse 
white ribbon, white fur, shredded to 
look like feathers, in large clusters of 
ornamentation, which tends to give

weight to the front or the side of 
these cart-wheel brims. 

Lanvin changes her Russian dere 
hat to a steeple hat. It is a difficult 
shape to wear because it has no brim— 
merely a head band—and is finished 
at the apex with two jong ribbons 
that hang in front, as far the waist- 
line. It is not possible for this to be 
an overpopular hat, but because Lan- 
vin sponsors it, it gains strength in 
America. This same milliner insists 
upon two floating ribbons. She uses 
them on hats that inspire other milt- 
ners to heavy and fanciful trimming. 
She and Poiret launch an extra-wide 
sailor hat with a crown that is not 
high, and a ribbon band about it which 
ends in two full streamers from the 
back. This is one of the _ favorite 
shapes for tailored suits. It was worn 
in Paris last August when the heat 
called for coarse black straw. 

There is still a tendency to drop 
the sides of the hat toward the shoul- 
der. And these brims are transparent 
as well as opaque. The lace hat is 
launched with the lace gown, and of 
the latter there are a-plenty. 

The milliners have gotten away 
from the pointed Russian crown, 
which is a pity, for it has unusual at- 
tractiveness combined with the Ameri- 
can face. The flower-pot hat which 
was featured in America in December 
is in first fashion, but it takes a pe- 
culiar kind of courage, and a knowl- 
edge of one’s style to wear it. The 
loose, high crowns, which were once 
sponsored by men, have a large follow- 
ing, and some of them are placed 
above sloping brims, short and regular, 
which are weighted down with twisted 
cords in bright colors. There must be 
a fragile face beneath so sheavy an or- 
nament, It is not the kind of hat 
to throw at every woman.

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CHILDREN’S FARE. 

Did you ever go to have luncheon 
with a friend arriving at 12 in order 
to see the children in the nursery 
while they had dinner before they took 
their affernoon naps? 


If you ever did, then imagine that 
you are now sitting there in the 
nursery while the children, hungry 
from their morning’s outing. are sit- 
ting on little chairs at the small 
painted nursery table. The nursemaid 
appears with the try, or if it is a 
model nursery, the dinner tray is an- 
nounced by a soft tooting of the dumb- 
waiter that goes from the nursery to 
the kitchen floor.

As I was riding home in a trolly 
car the other evening, the car paused 
to take on a passenger outside a 
house where the evening lamp had 
been lit and the curtain left up. I 
love to catch suggestive glimpses of 
the life that is forever going on behind 
the blank fronts of these strange con- 
trivances we call houses, so I glanced 
toward the lighted window.

Of course it is absolutely untbink- 
able, and if it were not for all that has 
grown out of the little printing press 
at Gutenberg the world would not be 
in the least like the world as it is to- 
day. But just to glance down that 
vista gives one a shadow of an idea 
how large a part in our lives the 
printed word does take. 

A Whole Evening to Oneself. 

You may wonder why a man in 
front of an open fire with a book and 
the background of bookshelves should 
mean all this to me. He simply served 
to start the whole train of thought, 
beginning with the rich delight of an 
evening to oneself, in a comfortable 
chair in front of an open fire with a 
good book in one’s hand, and shelves 
of other good friends old and new 
waiting to be communed with. 

There is a little poem by Emily 
Dickinson which carries this thought 
better than pages that I might write. 
I think I could not do better than to 
stop here and give her the rest of my 
space. 


“There is no frigate like a book 
To take us to lands away, 
Nor any courser like a page 
Of prancing poetry. 
This traverse may the poorest take 
Without oppress of toll; 
How frugal is the chariot 
That bears a human soul.”

What, ivr instance, would be New) 


York’s chances if the Yankees had to 
hit against Chicago, a weak club, 
which beat the Yankees thirteen times 
last season. The Yankees won lust 
season by defeating Detroit, Boston 
and Philadelphia. Had Cleveland won 
as many games from those teams as 
New York did, the Indians would ‘ave 
walked in. 

The problem becomes a bit compli- 
cated when you take into considera- 
tion the changes in teams. Last sea- 
son, for.instance, Washington could 
only break even with Philadelphia. 
Last season Cleveland had a terrible 
time beating Boston. In examining 
the games played between those two 
teams, we find that Cleveland would 
have swamped Boston but for the hit- 
ting of McInnis, who won five games 
for Bostc Change MelInnis to 
Cleveland, and what can we figure. 
YANKS BUY 
OWN JINXES. 

We find that Boston beat the Yan- 
kees seven times and that Bush and 
Jon were the chief ingredients of 
thos®overturns. So we have to figure 
what the result will be with these 
players working against the other club.

Cromwell Defends 
New York Stock 


| Exchange in Speech 


New York, April 7.—‘‘We want the 
public to learn still more about the 
New York stock exchange and about 
its methods of protecting investments 
and investors,” said Seymour L. 
Cromwell, president of that institu- 
tion, addressing a meeting of mem- 
bers and their partners today. 

“Out of a total of more than three 
score firms whose failures have -been 
announced in the past four months, 
only three were members of the New 
York stock exchange. The percentage 
of failures among the 1,100 of this ex- 
change during the past tea years has 
averaged less than one-half of one per 
cent of the membership. ‘That means 
a smaller percentage of failures among 
stock exchange firms than among 
banks. 

Rules First. 

“Difficulties of the recent past were 
not due altogether to the tact some 
stock exchange houses have maintained 
a connection with bucket-shops. It 
has become clear that the exchange 
must insist upon business methods 
being followed by all its members, 
which it will throw around their cli- 
ents a greater possible security wher- 
ever possible: 

President Cromwell said the gov- 
ernors of the exchange were about to 
put into effect a plan for closer su- 
pervision by the exchange of the geth- 
ods of its own members. It has de- 
veloped, he added, that a few houses, 
through carelessness or on account 
of business pressure had failed to take 
off trial balances with sufficient fre- 
quency and had thus, in. some in- 
stances, permitted their affairs to be- 
come involved. Under the new plan it 
will be compulsory for such houses to 
take off trial balances at least once 
a month and no excuse will be consid- 
ered valid for failure to comply with 
this requirement. 

“We hear a great clamor for the in- 
corporation of the stock exchange,’ 
continued Mr. Cromwell. “Jf the ex- 
change were incorporated its, power 
effectively to discipline #tS members 
would be gone.

Peter and the group, whc carried 
through the first great revival in the 
church, risked their lives.

With 95,000 members from every class 
of life, where they had only a handful, 
practically all peasants, it would seem 
that we have little cause for pride, but 
rather cause for soul-searching and 
prayer, 
dav in Jerusalem, could be credited 
with winning 250 people for Jesus. 
With our 95,000 members .winning 300 
converts in three days, each one of us 
may be credited with gaining approxi- 
egy i 1-1000 of a person a day. 

t this rate, between eight and nine 
years will be required for the average 
church member in Atlanta to be enti- 
tled to the credit of winning one single 
soul for Jesus. 

What holds us back?

The drastic charge of being “th 
most inefficient of big organizations” 
aiay be questioned by many church 
members, but no one can say that 
churches are producing results in keep- 
ing with their size acd power. — : 

The fault, Dr. Lewis thinks, is with 
the indvyidual member. The average 
member is failing to live up to his pro- 
fessions. And the average church is 
failing to call its members to live in 
to their professions. 

The committee is placing the facts 
and questions before the indiyidual 
members of the church in Atlanta in 
order that all of us may reach our 
own conclusions, and in the hope and 
belief that all of us may reach the 
greatest revival in its history. The 
church founded by Jesus Christ cannot 
fail. But there is dire peril of failure 
for the individual, whe is a.member 
only in name. To many of us, we 
believe, Jesus is today repeating the 
warning of His parable in which He 
said: 

“A certain man had a fig tree 
planted in his vineyard; and he came 
and sought fruit thereon, and found 
none. Then said he unto the dresser 
of his vineyard: ‘Behold these three 
years I come seeking fruit on this fig 
tree and find none; cut it down; why 
cumbereth it the ground?’ 

“And he, anewering. said unto him: 
‘Lord, let it alone this year, also, till 
I shall dig -about it, and dung it: 
And if it bear fruit, well: and if not, 
then after that thou’ shalt cut it 


down !”’

Fayetteville, Ga., April 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fayette county had a holiday 
today and assembled at Fayetteville to 
participate in the second annual school 
celebration.
